meeting is held in June at the Memphis International Paper Money Show.

MEMBERSHIP— REGULAR and LIFE. Applicants must be at least 18 years of 
age and of good moral character. Members of the ANA or other recognized 
numismatic societies are eligible for membership: other applicants should be 
sponsored by an SPMC member or provide suitable references. 

MEMBERSHIP— JUNIOR. Applicants for Junior membership must be from 12 
to 18 years of age and of good moral character. Their application must be 


signed by a parent or guardian. Junior membership numbers will be preced- 
ed by the letter “j," which will be removed upon notification to the Secretary 
that the member has reached 18 years of age. Junior members are not eligi- 
ble to hold office or vote. 

DUES— Annual dues are S30. Members in Canada and Mexico should add S5 
to cover postage; members throughout the rest of the world add $10. Life 
membership — payable in installments within one year is $600, $700 for 
Canada and Mexico, and $800 elsewhere. The Society has dispensed with 
issuing annual membership cards, but paid up members may obtain one 
from the Secretary for an SASE (self-addressed, stamped envelope). 

Members who join the Society prior to October 1 receive the magazines 
already issued in the year in which they join as available. Members who join 
after October 1 will have their dues paid through December of the following 
year; they also receive, as a bonus, a copy of the magazine issued in 
November of the year in which they joined.

M erchant scrip in coNNKcricirr c:an generally be 'lraced to folr 

periods of tin-.incLil hiirdship during the eiirly liisvoiy of our couniTV. dlie first occurred during the 
V'Cars of the W’^ar of 1812 and extending through 1816* The second arose ffoni the effects ol the 
destruction of the Bank of I'he United States in 1836 and the suspension of specie parnients of state 
chartered-banks, 1837-1840. The third was the direct effect of the Civil War from 186 LI 865 because specie pay- 
tnents were once again suspended and the gov'ernment issues of fraciional currency began to appear. The fourth 
was referred to as “The Panic of 1873.” These were years ol inflation, hoarding of precious metals and coins, and 
general uncertain t\\ 

During the first period the banks issued much i)I the fractional paper currency used in commerce, but dur- 
ing the second period they mostly abstained due to new laws prohibiting the issuance of paper money in denomina^ 
cions of less than what their charters allowed. During the ilurd period hoarding of all coinage became rampant 
again due to the uncertainty of the Pinion’s cause and the rising value of coinage metals. During the fourth period 
people hoarded not only gold and silver coin hut Green hacks as well. Business clients were withholding cash pay- 
ments causing businesses to fail. 


The challenge of facilitating small monetary transactions was met by many of Connecticut’s merchants by 
issuing scrip. They issued scrip notes, mostly in amounts of less than one dollar. Gather up a full dollar’s worth and 
they might redeem these by giving you a note issued by the local hank, or one could use the scrip lor its face value 
w hen paying for another purchase. Not all merchants issued scrip, hut those that did seemed to be the more finan- 
cially stable and reputable. 4 hese |>ieces coukl he passed Iroin person-to-person in the community and often taken 
at fiice value by other merchants knowing well enough that the primaiy isSsuer won id redeem them as stated when 
presented. There was no formal “backing” for these issues. The merchant’s word was his bond. 


TA'pfs (W Issues 


Merchant Scrip: Merchant issued scrip before 1865 could have been printed in almost any denomination 
depending heavily on the merchant’s needs. Most were printed on pajter, hut some w ere also printed on cardlioard. 
Tokens and store cards of metal nr other com]K)sitiun are not in the scope ot this writing. Denominations v^aried 
from cents to full dollar amounts. The issues denominatetl in 6K-, 121^-, and 37J4-cents directly related to the

W ar. The U.S* dollar coin was worth one eight real (“Piece of EighU) coin, d’he LhS. quarter dollar coin was equal 
CO the nvo real coin or the otten touted two “Bits” (one section of an eight real that was cut into four equal sized 
j^ieces). Mence, the Quarter was equal to two bits, iust enough to pay for a shave and a haircut. 

Sutler Scrip: This was issued hy [U'ivate merchants who traveled with the various regiments during the 
Civil W ar. Sutlers sened somewhat like a Post Exchange and also issued scrip to facilitate the making of change 
while doing business w hile in camp or on campaign. 

Tiffany Brothers Commission Scrip: This w^as a piTJcliict directly related to a short-lived but severe eco- 
nomic depression during the years 1H73-74. It was devised to stimulate business by offering a discount on a later 
cash purchase. 

Fractional Currency Mimic Notes: These <lid not have a value hut did have a numeral and somewhat 
mimicked the new U.S. Postage and I’ractiona! Ctrrrency issues which ajqieared fi-oin 1862-1876. These Mimic 
Notes served mostly as advertising pieces. 

Round Cardboard Scrip: 'Phis was produced by the firm, Cussons, .May & Shejipard. It had an easily rec- 
ognized and distinct appearance and can he aitrihiiied to the 1870s. The general appearance remained the same for 
all the issuers. To date, only one Connecticut issuer of Cusson's Cardboard Scrip has been identified.

Scrip was issued undated, and with handwritten or printetl dates. Items listed with handwritten dates mav 
have the first two or three numbers of the year printed and the remaining digits written. Wliile more than one 
handwritten date may be known per denomination and issue, only one will be listed to indicate the general time 
period ol issue. Items with different printed dates represent completely .separate issues. All issues are listed alpha- 
betically by cit}' or tow n of issue except the sutler issues w4iich w'ill appear and the end of the listings.

peso, PS2 1 2 fi'om L^ruguavx At the time the average price tor 
each was about S20. 1 actually had located a fourth example 
however, the price was more than I knew Air.

Later, at liome, 1 examined the Guatemala note with an 
attractive image of a female holding a basket of roses: the 
vignette is entitled 'I be back has an engraving of a

Prance; he wantetl to improve bis abilities as a wa tercolor 
artist. A\ ben he reruriietl the artist did w atercolor w ork, how- 
ever, it was neccssaiw to w'ork as a bank note engrav^er. \A hen 
ABXClo absorbed Edmonds, Jones Sin il lie, ^Alfred Jones 

became the superintendent of the picture engraving depart- 
ment f<jr AEXRln. 

Before the Bureau of Engraving and Printing was able to 
produce all of our paper money, ABXCo prepared some of it. 
Alfred Jones engrav cd six subjects at ABX’Go that were used 
tm LbS. feileral paper mouev. Examples are: A?ncriii/ on the 
S2B demand note (shown above), li nyhingtun Crossing rbc 
Dihnrmr on the S50 anti Fr/rnkUn otu! EIcctridt}' on the SlO,

Hie life tjf Alfi ed Jones came to an abrupt end on .April 
IH, 1900. At 33 rd Street and Sth Av'enue in Xew York Cin* he 
was struck by a hansom cab. Lhe driver Bed and one of 
America’s legendaiT engravers tiicd the lol lowing tiav.

If it's the serial number itlentitying n 
unique item oi folding iiKjnev , then quite ];5ossi[)ly more rhan 
you first might think* 

I’hc great majority of modern vvorlil notes take on borli 
added interest and a sense of “one of a kind'’ by virtue of serial 
mini leering-- the routine assignment of ideiuilying^ digits or 
alphanuinerie sequenees which you assume to indicate mtler, 
bur uhich, in many instances, may ser\^c to com miini cate ctm- 
sidcralily more. 

'To those in the know, a Swedish initial digit tells the year 
of issue; an Rastern Caribbean suffix letter attests to the conn-' 
cr)’ of origin; a Ckmadian three-letter lead-in encntles lioth the 
note denomination and die security^ printer, and a Kuro final 
figure is a computer-age “cheek digit,” seiwing to authenticate 
the serial number and to lend credilulity to the note* 

A serial number, oi course* may derive from no more than 
an integer sequence, starting with highly co|]ectiijlc^-“Or 
other arbitrar)' figure, and extending as high as circumstances 
require* I hatn as the Bankoi England nujney museum tlelights 
in showing, is precisely how note numlserii^g as we know it 
began* I'he bank's Hrst notes— as on ilisplay— had been |>arual- 
ly^printed, “bearer” receipts (for gold dcpositeil), with the 
actual amount penned in as “rcpayaldc to the bearer on 
demand*” Further, the number of the note (receipt) cinix- 
sponded to the line in the register in which such tic posits hat I 
been recorded* 

A lore sophisticated approaches tt> note numbering liave 
been either for comjiacmess (Y/5 67 HOC), rather than, say, 
25567890) , or else to enctide additional intonnation (deiifimi- 
nation, scries, place of origin) or to pro- 
vide an “internal check” on the number 
itself* Some such particulars were 
revealed in early counterfeit detectors, 
or oliscrvcd for themselves In workers 
in loieign exchange.

L aura coleman was born in wt^st H/Uipton, alvssachusetts, 

on Jiinuiiiy 9, 1844. She moveci widi her family to Missouri when she was 15. 
WHien in her early 20s, she taught school for a year in Edina, Missouri. 

F.dina, the county seat and largest coni in unity in Knox 
County, is located in the northeastern part of the state. It was origi- 
nally suiweyed by Stephen MA B. Carneg}^ a native of Edinburgh, 
ScotlaiKb ! Ie named it Edina, a poetic version of Edinburgh. A centu- 
ago, it had a population of about 1500. 

In 1868, at the age of 24, Laura Coleman married Richard M. 
Biggerstaff of Edina. She was to live in the community for the next 54 
years. 

Her husband was a widower some fifteen years her senior. 
During bis lifetime, he was a horse trader, a farmer, a businessman, 
and a banker. In the latter role, he was a founder of die Bank of Edina 
in 1876, and later its vice president and then president until 1903. 

In 1904, he organized his own bank in the community, the R. 
M. Biggerstaff Bank. Following bis death at the age of 78 on 
December 20, 1907, bis widow became its president. 

The Biggerstaff Bank became The First National Bank of 
Edina (Charter #9490) on August 1, 1909. Laura Biggerstaff was its 
presitlent and served in that capacity^ until it w'as voluntarily liquidated 
in September 1914. It was immediately succeeded by The Citizens 
Bank of Edina, which survives to this day. Mrs. Biggerstaff was also 
one of die stockholders in the new bank. 

She moved from Edina to southern California for health rea- 
sons in 1922. She made her last visit to Edina in 1929, when she was 
85, and died in West Holhwvood, California, in 1935 at the age of 9L 
During its five -year history, the bank issued only third char- 
ter dace hacks; 2,072 live dollar, 1,254 ten dollar, and 41 B twenty^ dol- 
lar notes. Of die total amoiiiu of $3 1,260 issued, $8,360 was outstand- 
ing when the bank was liquidated. None are know to sunuve today. It 
is possible that Laura Biggerstaff signed every note issued by the 
bank, although there is no way of knowing.

Myrtie McHenry / Myrtie McHenry Langdon, 

National Bank President

M yrtie conneau was bc3rn in moi^esto, calieornia, 

on December 2, 1878, Modesto, iibout 85 miles east of San Francisco, 
theji had a population ol^ about 1,600. She was the da ugh ter of Frank E. 

Conneau, a Frenchman who had arrived in California in 1849, and Annie 
\Vaters Conneau, a native of Ireland. Myrtie was one of eight children* She 
attended the newly opened Stanford University, and wiis graduated in Januaiy 

mu 

After teaching for a year, she married Oramil Mcl lenry of Modesto on 
May 15, 1902* He was the only child of early California settlers. His father, 

Robert McHenn^ had been the founding president of the First National Bank of 
.Modesto (Chattel #3136) in 1884. He succeeded to the presidency of the bank 
in 1890. 

Oramil, a well -liked and veiy successful businessman, was struck down 
by cancer, which surgeiy had been iinahlc to cure. lie died on February 21, 

1906, at the age of 44. Anticipating death, he bad transferred various proper- 
ties, including his bank holdings, to his wife shortly before his death* She suc- 
ceeded him as president of the bank. Their son, Merl, remembered silting on 
his inotheFs lap in the library of their home as she signed National Bank Notes 
of the bank* 

On April 20, 1908, she married VMIIiam 1 1. Langdon, a successful 
lawyer who was then District Attorney of San Francisco* She continued on as 
president of the bank until Januart' 1910, when her husband became president. 

The next year they sold the controlling interest in the bank, with Mr. l aingdon 
stepping down as president. This allowed him to spend iiiore time with his legal 
career. 

rhe bank was voluntarily liquidated in 1920 when it wvis taken over by 
a Sacramento bank. 

Mr. Langdon had a successful judicial career, dying unexpectedly in 
San Francisco in 1939. His wife survived him by 20 years, dying in San Mateo, 

California on /Viigust 18, 1959, She was sun-ived by her son by her first mar- 
riage, and a daughter and son liy the second marriage. 

The McHenry fatnily home in Modesto, built by Robert .McHenry in 
1882-83, is an hLStarical house museum today* Myrtie C. AicHemn' Langdon 
had lived there from her marriage in 1902 until she and her family moved from 
Modesto in 1919.

“Road dTip fif>m Nell” was a series of co medic misatl ventures 
indutling beings stranded for several hours under an overpass 
in 100-degree w eather when Doug's car broke down on 1-40 
in rural 1 enncsscc. For vears, Tom w^ould regal anyone who 
Wfjiild listen with emljellished tales of that infamous Road 
Trip. About 10 years later, ! was back on that stretch of 
i’ennessee interstate and 1 took a picture of “our overpass” 
and presented it to I’oin.

Chdor images abound on ever) page, in attractive 
airangenients, cxccjMing only the pages with the thorough 
hihliographw cut! notics, and imle.v. The graphics usually 
c<iver the lower portion of the [lage from inner edge to outer. 
lea\ ing the upper part for text. MliitmaiEs design style on 
recent lio<iks minimi/es margins and white space, and chat 
style is particularly effective for this book, where a maiuriu of 
the space is tie voted to grapliics. Such ahun- 
danr color illustration would not have been 
economically possible only a fewv years ago. 
rile images are numbered and e.xplaineLl in 
captions, if not in the text. But this is not a 
catalog either in scope or presentation. It is 
most thtJiough for nuinismatic artifacts, hut 
there arc certainly more such images of 
[jncf>ln, as the author tells us in his refer- 
ences. 

The presentation order is historical, 
based on the author’s four main chapters, 
which extend from Lineoln's birth until his 
bicentennial birch year. They are .\ bra ham 
Lincoln: I I Lincoln the Itleal: 
1S65-1909; IJncoln the Idol: 1909-1959: 
and Lincoln the Icon: 1959-2009. The 
author docs note that these are conceptual 
no tit ms and chronological periods with 
indisriiict houiidanes and consitlerahlc o\ er- 
lap. d'he\ are useful abstractions for illus- 
trating attitude changes over rime. 

Each chapter has an introduction follow eti h\' iinim dated 
entries. One cannot confuse the chronological progression of 
the narrative, and \ did find this somewhat unusual technique 
useful. The text inclmles stuitc general information about 
Lincrdn, his life, the Cavil Wkir, and (Jther cx in textual histon , 
hut the author never strays far from the themes of imagery, 
pHiniu ilv numismanc imag^erv. 

I would like to know more about Southern attitudes 
toward IJnetiln from the Cavil War until more recent times. 
1 low ilid the)' change from viewing Lincoln as an enemv to 
lieiiig closer if not identical to the Northern altitude ot g ener- 
al ion. even deification that Reed carefully describes with 
ample and moving examples? Is Lincoln as iconic in the South 
as up North? 

I'd ed Reed has prod need a well- researched and thorough- 
Iv detaileti hook that supprsrts the iiiiportaiice tjf nmnismarics 
in creating history and subsequently in understanding history. 

Ehe sheer beauty of the protluction and the importance and 
jKqmlarity of Lincadn strongly support tliis as Reed's most 
impm tant and broadh appealing book. It will please anyone 
(nterestCLl In Lincoln, anti an\’ numismatist wlio likes a strong 
measure of historv w ith the numismatics.

T he TRANS^MISSISSIPPI ^ 1 IlEA'lllR LOCATED WEST OF THE MISSISSIPPI RIVER 
included all of Texas, Arkansas, Indian lerritoiy, the Arizona Terrirniy, and most of Louisiana. This 
area was strategic to the Cionfederacy for several reasons such as access to raw material, to manpower, 
and to Mexico by land avoiding the Lhiion hlockatle, "line Union also realized this, and early in the War 
devised a strateg)^ to cut the Cionfederacy in two along the Mississippi River.

Depository in l louston, ^ By late September 1862, cash had Ijcen chrcuiically in short supply west oFthe Mississip}>i 
For quite some time. On Septcniher 30, 1862, Sovley wrote Memmingcr requesting that he be allowed to issue 
'‘Exchange Ck'rtihcates” For funLls deposited at Ids Depositor)^ that could be redeemed in Richmond. Aleinnvinger 
rejected the proposal and counteied that Snriey could issue si.x [)ercent certified bonds which would he payable at 
the Treasury in RichmoiuL ()l course, with transporration tliFficuldcs crossing the Mississippi River increa.siiig, 
hontls and newer issue notes became scarcer as 1863 dawned.

By the time Cieneral E. Kirby Smith took over the Department on March 7, 186.U the cash shortage prob- 
lem had become very serious, with army and supplier payments woeFully in arrears. As early as March, 1 863, some 
7.3% interest bearing $]()() notes had l^een reissued in 1 loustf>n (See Figure 2) to partially alleviate this cash short- 
age problem. On June 4, 1863, he wrote a rather long letter to Secretary oF the Treasury Memniinger requesting 
the ability tt> reissue previous^ redeemed Treasury notes to he used l>y the disbursing otfkers* General Kirby 
Smith was very concerned about the worsening situation on the Mississippi River. Both Port Hudson and 
\ackslmrg now were under siege, and the Union Navy^s control over the River appeared imminent. He believed 
that with the re-use oF notes on hand, he would he less dependent upon the precarious and Failing comnumicarion 
lines to the east and could continue to prosecute the War much more efiectively. 

General Kirby Smith received a response From Mcmminger dated July 3, 1863, (at least a response was sent 
on that date) confirming Memniingcr’s agreemeni with Smith’s plan to reissue notes. Smith had launched prepara- 
tions earlier in June and had received a response From Major J. Minier, Major and C^hieF yuartermaster (QM) 
Traiis-Alississippi [department. On July H), Minter wrote hack to Smith inlorniing him that the yuatermaster’s 
Department had 5842,000 on hand with drafts cm the depository oF San .VntoniD For 54, .3 .55,365 to be allocated to 
General Magruder’s district (about 40% for the troops and 60% For the district QM). Minter also estimated that 
the Ouartermastcr’s Department (4' the rrans-Mississip[)i required 515,871,000, 41ie chieF quartermaster oF 
W estern Louisiana was without Funds and Minter immediately sent him 5500,000 while awaiting Funds From 
Richmond, This 5500,000 oF Treasiirv notes were stamped “Reissued Oct 1, 1863 / Shreveport, LA.” (See Figure 
3).

By 
October 1^63, Smith ordered earlier notes thiit were stored or LiUieellcd to he reissued using a varien' of stamps (the 
first of w hich were the Shreveport reissued notes de.scribcti above). T hese stamps indicated that these notes were 
‘‘revalidatcil ’ or good for commerce despite liaving been retlecmetl and/or effectively rendered obsolete in' the .Act 
of .March 23* 1863, which had provisions for retiring notes that pre-davetl the April 6, 1863, issue* A short letter 
from General S* S* Anderson of the lieathpiarters of the 'i'rans-Alississippi Department to Edward Gross, 
Depositary at Washington Arkansas directed C h'oss to reatly and package all funded (redeemed) notes in his posses- 
sion fur reissue. Cross replied to an earlier letter from Ideutenam Cunningham of headquarters descrihing his 
progress — he wa.s huilding lists of the notes to he reissued by letter, niiml)er, date and amoiiiu and ilescribed that 
the reissue stamps will need the date of reissue to bring the old notes under the act of March 23, 1863, (wdiieh 
autboriz.ed the .April 6, 1863, Sixth Series of CSA notes then cun cut). 

Lieutenant Genera I Kirh\' Smith continued communication w ith Secretary Mcniniinger, but now at a slow- 
er pace with the loss of the Mississippi River. Letters now took a month or more to he delivered in one direction. 
Hence On Octoher 2, 1863, Secretary Memminger replied to General Smith’s letter of September 1. Scerctary 
Memminger indicated lo Creneral Smith that he directed one o\ his clerks, A. F. Santos, to proceed to Monroe, 
Louisiana, with jiresses and assistants to helji reissue notes in tlie T rans-Alississippi. This ioiirncy was a difficult 
one, going from Wilmington, NC to Bermuda to St. 'Hiomas, then Havana and finally on to Houston* Seerctaiy 
Alemininger also indicated that he sent two shipments of $27 million of Treasury notes to San Antonio and 
Shreveport* Further, Secretary Alemmingcr replied to General SmitlEs request for bonds to redeem the exchange 
certificates he issued in lieu of bonds in exchange for earlier issues of 1 reasurv notes. In a letter dated Xovenibcr 
10, 1863, Secretary Memminger instructed Judge Cpson to Llcliver S20 million in bonds to the dcptjsiraries at San 
.Vntonio and Houston, T exas, via a circuitous route through the Bahamas, Ckifja, Atexico and then I exas. Of that 
sum, $4,425 million were to be deliverevl tf) Cicorge Palmer, de|>ositary at San Antonio, and .$15*5/5 million to 
James Studev, the depositary at Houston. , Secretary Memminger al.so made advanced arrangements for seeurity 
with Confetleratc government agents at these various locations* 

This route through Mexico was fi-aiight w ith danger and delay* For example, Confederate bonds were 
deposited at a Mexican hank in MatamEnas for safekeeping. However, since the Contederate government was 
indebted to the xMcxiean bank, the bank refused to release the l)onds, holding them for “ransom*” General Smith 
arranged payment with cotton which Li|>on receipt the jVlexican hank released the bonds. 

November 21, 1863, saw a flurry of letters regarding the dire fiiiEincial condition of the IVans-Alississippi* 
R. W. Johnson imploretl President Davis to appoint an Assistant Secretary of the 1 reasurv for the Tri'ans- 
Alississippi, infoi ined Davis of the request for $26, 1)00, 000 still held up in the War Deparmient; and expressed eon- 
ceriis about the transfer of funds from the T reasury Uj the War Department at Aieridian causing delays. Finally, he 
added bis concern about the requirement to break the $26,000,000 shipment into S2 million segments requiring 13 
intlependent agents and transpEun Secretary Seddon replied that President Davis wa.s aware of the T rans- 
A lississip]>i issues and expressed surprise at Johnson’s allegations of slowness and complexly, stating he believed 
Secretary .Memminger already understood these issues. In another letter dated November 21, 1863, Secretary 
Alemminger stated be sent riiomas Ciale out to the T Vans-Mississippi in ease Santos did not make it through. In 
this letter to Ciale, Alemminger spells Euit how to stamp the reissue notes stating “...by printing across the face E)f 
the notes, with the name of the month in which they are reissued, the words 'accepted as a note issued under the act 
of Congress of March 23, 1863.’” Alemminger idso insinicted Ciale hov^ to proceed, and suggested pay of $2,500 
per annum fc)r the depositon' workers* Figure 4 illustrates an example of this scamp. TTicre are four varieties — red 
round, red srniight, black rouiui and black straight.

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.\^ late as December 28, 1863, a jmjposal lor the tninsport of S2,{KKbO()0 of ConFederate Ixjiids or curreii- 
cv, was siibinitted to Secretaiy Aleniminger co help relieve the financial ]>roblcms of the Tram-.Mississippi, via 
weekly crips h-nin Brantlon, Miss., to Shreveport^ La. lie hojjed these shipmeiils of rreasuiy notes, bonds and the 
Santos/Gale stamped and reissued notes vvhould relieve the hi n ding problems. 

The Sanros/Gale I’jian to reissue notes ran Iroin February 2 through March 25, 1864. A total of 94,718 
notes, with a face value of $4,559,960, were reissuetl from f hmcsville, 1 exas, during this time {See Table I below). 
These reissued notes did help somewhat, but still did not solve the financial |>roblems of the Trans-Mississippi. 
Sorle)' ended this reissue exercise on March 25 when he learned of the Act of Febriiari" I 7, 1864. 

41ie Act of February 17, 1864, made matters worse, as this act taxed away the value of non -interest bearing 
notes issued prior co that date. Ihis Act made it prudent to redeem previously issued notes by April I, 1864, if east 
of the Mississippi River and by July I, 1864, it west o\ the River. After these dates, the earlier notes would be taxed 
at .33.5% ot face value with an additional 10% tax per month after those dates! 

On March 1, 1864, Secretary .Memminger ap|K>intetl The t lonorahle F. \\\ Cftay to be the Agent of the 
1 reason^ of the Trans-Missi.ssippi, and a set of gnidelines or rules of engagement were set down in the letter notift - 
ing Gray of his ne\v job. The rules were as follows: 

1 . The agent shall confer with the militai y and esialdish the location of the office; 

2. 4’he auditor and controller shall repon if) this office; 

3. Fhe agent shall appoint a cliief clerk and a team of clerks to assist executing the duties of the office; 

4. The auditf)r shall fulfill the duties of the auditor and register in Richmond for the Trans- .Mississippi; 

5. All money sent to die 4’rans-Mississippi shall lie deposited with ajipointed depositaries; 

6. In case there is not sufficient money, ihe agent shall reissue notes with the stamp showing the reissue 
through July t, 1864; 

7. 4 hese reissued notes and other notes in circulation shall be exchangeable for certificates and 4 percent 
bonds; 

8. 71ie new issues of d'reasun^ notes [ I 864 series| sball lie forwarded to the agent for exchange and pay- 
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mcnt of the old issues. Bur if sufficient new notes iire not iw ailniile, the agent may reissue older series 
with the reissue stamp ihnmgh July I; 

9. All notes received by any depositary and not reissuetl shall be counted carefully by the auditor, sealed 
and transported back to Richmond when practicable; 

10. All proceedings with regards to die issue, cancellation and reissue oi notes shall be reported by the 
agent to the ['reasury 19eparniienr in Richmond; 

1 1 . I'he agent shall oversee the collection of taxes and manage the disposition ol these collections; 

12. rhe agent shall have supervisory authority over all depositaries, collectors and '^rreasury agents in the 
Trans-Mississippi. 

Later in March, Secretary Alemminger outlined the plan in a response to C General Sniich’s letter to the 
President asking for help Kinding the rrans-Mississijipi. 1 le confu nied that funds were sent by sea to Matamoras 
anti other arrangements were made to transjiort funds (m a weekly basis across the Alississippi River at Brandon. 
Me also confirined that a large ptirtion of the money sent by sea was seized b\' the Union hl{>ckade. Union Cleneral 
\\ iliiam T. Sherman's movements in Mississijipi in the Winter ot I 864 were disrupting transiers of Funds across the 
Alississippi. Uiese difllcuhies would imjiair the ahiliti' of Cleiieral Smith to optimize and maximize the use ol his 
meager resources a ml armies against the L nion forces. Only the dillicult gcfigraphy ol the region and the iiiepiT 
rude of the Union 1864 Red River campaign kept the l'rans-Aiississi[)pi from being completely overrun. 

In April, Clarence 4’haycr, a 'rrcasury agent appointed by Memminger to transport the funds Irnni 
Ricbmond, wrote to Secrctarv Alemminger to inforni him that he arrived in I Icmston. lie described an environ- 
ment in central 4 exas (he travel Ictl from Aicxicxj to San Antonio to I loiiston) chat was ^bnore or less infested by law'^ 
less bandits.” 4 haver delivered three cases of lunded I’reasury notes ami bonds {$6>,80{},{)00 of notes and $359,550 
in bonds) to Air. Sorlev, the depositary at the reissuing tdllee at I iouston and one case for the Huntsville office. I le 
also was advised not to proceed to Shreveport as Union Cieneral Banks had launched his Red River campaign with 
the capture of Shreveport as its ol)jective. (hdonel Battle, the Shreveport depositary, had evacuated to Texas. 
I here was also a question as to whether Stirley was supposed to be redeeming “mutilated” notes (i.e. cancelled) 
w hich he was tlcjing since T exas vvas desperate lor usaiile paper nuaney. Final I v, 4 haver asked Memminger if there 
were anything else he was to tlo while in the 4Vans-.Mississippi, and assureii Alemminger that he was *‘vei v anxious 
to return to Richmond.” 

Secretaiv Memminger penned a long letter to .\gent ol the I reasury Cu’ay in response to his April 23rd let“ 
ter (communication was dramaticallv' slowed down by the capture of many southern railroads and die Alississippi 
River by Lhiion forces). .Memminger authorized Ciray to replace the depositaries at .Alexamlria and Opelousas who 
resigned or abandoned their duties in the lace ol die L nion Red River CTampaign (w hich by this lime hatl been 
defeated by Confedemte forces due to geography and Lhuon incompetence). Other depositaries were caught up in 
a cotton fraud scheme and Alemminger conferretl powder tti Ch'ay to replace personnel as needed. Cmneral Cirant’s 
threat to Richmond forced the removal of signillcant printing ami engraving capabilities to Ck)luinhia, SCk lurther- 
ing delay of [irincing enough T reasury notes and htuids to sarisfv' demand. Finally, Alemminger closetl w ith a con- 
fusing statement of pcjsirion w ith respect to continued reissuing ol fild notes in the absence of receiving suliicient 
quantitv of 1864 T’reasun' notes. 

Tdiomas Chile of the Trans-Alississppi 4 reasury agency sent a status report to Secretary Alemminger on 
Julv 6, 1864, 1 le outlined his travels ami the establishment of an tifllce ai I luntsville, Texas, where the older cur- 
rency was being reissued and inventoried, Clale complained about l>eing detainetl and noi being allowed to return 
to Richmond per his earlier request. 

In July, to comply w ith the Feb. 17, 1864, Act, Ueneral Smith stopped using the special revalidated notes, 
which caused signiheant problems in terms of retaining men in the army and paying suppliers. UjCiieral Smith sub^ 
stituted exchange certilicatcs and interim deposit receipts (1 DRs), w hich indicated that the bearer of older notes had 
returned them ami was entitled to new notes whenever diey might arrive in the 4 rans-Alississippi area Irom the 
east. 

By August, CTcorge A. 4 renholm had replaced Mcniiningrcr as Secretary ol the 4 reasiiiy fuv the 
(Confederate States of America. He set ahuui attending to hiisiness, some of w hich was replying to letters from 
Treasury Agent of the 4 ran,s-Aiississippi Cri av. Frenholm stared he was sentling an additional $12 million in cur- 
rency and bonds to “set yx)ur treasury into full operation, and restore something like Fmancia! order and confulence 
in rhe Th’ans-Mississippi departmeiu,” (he new issue was to l>e the basis lor further tiperations. Additionallyt a 
quantity of six percent non-taxable bonds and four percent loan certificates w ere included in this shipment to help 
draw liack some of the old currency aiul keep the money supply in check (i.c. to control inflation w hich was raging 
hy this point in the W ar). TAxnholm ct>nsitlei ed ii of great impf^rtance to reign in the old and reissued currency as 
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expetliently as passible to this end. Trciiholm also niitlinecl arrangements to handle the cotton busines.s and ta.xa- 
cion. 1’renholm reiterated that with Richniond under siege, I’reasiin- workers ^vere called to the front to help 
defend the q\w making operations more difficult. So his goal was to use this new shipment to give Treasury Agent 
Crray anti General Smith what they needed tf) both conduct operations and keep inFlation in check. 

General Sniitli responded to Secretary Trenholm in late September IS64 with an estimate of indebtedness 
of the Trans“Alississippi Department. Smith explainet! the tlifficulcies over the past year including the face rhai the 
troops had not been paid in 1 2 months and that only $8 million of the new [ 864 I reasurv notes have been received 
to date. Smith continued to urgently request more funds or for IVenholm to make arrangement to shiji plates aiid 
printing [presses by way of Mexico to the dVans-Mississippi Dej^arcinent. 

Finally, a letter dated January 1 1, 1 865, from SeeTeiary Trenholm to Trca .stir} Agent Gray ourHned his lat- 
est efforts to relieve the Trans-Mississippi of its financial problems, get it int<j compliance with the laws enacted in 
1 864 regiirding the older I'reasLiiy note issues, and a detailed settlement statemenc for 1864, A nevv law granted 
Agent Gray and General Smith more time to exchange the old rreasurv notes (including reissued notes) until Jiih^ I 
I 865. A good deal of the letter was devoted to taxation and how ecJtton sales for specie could help. The 
Confederate government was arranging Ibr four steamers to operate l>erween Cuilveston and Havana Ibr the pur- 
posed of exporting cotton and importii\g specie. 

Impact of the Financial Travails in the Trans-Mississippi 

In his hook, Finrrmif/i /v/////rc //W (jmfe/laYftc Dr/o/f, Dr. Douglas Ball stated that financial mismanagement 
led to the ultimate defeat of the 0>nfederate States of .America, Fhe cash shortages which led to unpaid, underfed, 
underclothed, and untlerstipplied troops led to significant desertions anti contrihuted to some of the key losses in 
the field. Dr. Ball points out that General Thomas I lindemaji’s defeat at Prairie Grove, Arkansas, in December 
1 862 was directly artributalde to a lack of funds. Ncnably, the financial mismanagement of the d'rans^Mississippi 
region may well have significantly contrihuted to the fall of Vfiekshurg, Mississippi, and the loss of the Mississippi 
River. Dr. Ball states that by late Winter I 86.^ as Chant was maneuvering around \ ickshurg (actually failing in sev- 
eral attempts to take the city at the time due to geography anti weather), the I rans-Mississippi forces were a paltiy 
25,0(K) against 100,000 on the rolls. Ciranr^s six-month Vfickshurg cajiipaign could have been rhwaitetl at several 
points with a better manned, supplied and led Gonledcratc Army of Mississippi. Intleed, Cirain entied up marching 
down the Trans- Alississippi side of the River uno]>poscd in the early spring, setting the stage to cross the 
Mississippi River and envelope Vicksliurg ham the rear. 

From July 1863 through April 1864, $27 million of currcnc)' and Si 8 million in Ixaids reached die 4 rans- 
Alississippi. Further, by the end of 1864, only S2() million in new 1864 currency (the only currenev really usal>le 
alter July I, 1864) and S27 inillinn in securities had arrived. Unpaid debts mounted and totaled some $82 million at 
the beginning of 1865. 

It is a wonder that General Kirby Smith could conduct operations at all throughout the latter two vears of 
the War. Only a heroic effort to use financial resources at hand, sigmi fleam creativity, and patrintism kept die 
'Frans-Mississippi a funetioning inilitaiy theatre. CKaicnd Smith surrendered Abiy 26, 1865, and the last land battle 
of the War was fought in 'Fexas in early June resulting, ironically, in a Confederate victory in battle; hul a lost War. 

Collecting Trans-Mississippi Confederate Notes 

The first notes reissued in the 4'rans-Mississippi were the 7.3% interesr-hearing $100 (T-39, 4 -40 anti T- 
41) at l-Iouston, 4 exas, by Jim Sorley with a black stamp on the reverse as shown in Figure 2. Most of these were 
issued in early 1863. Some of these made it back east of die Mississippi River. Some of these were reissued agxiin as 
military |xiyments. 

Shreveport, Louisiana, reissued the sec{)nd group of notes across a wider range of C>onfederarc ype notes 
as tleseribed above with the stamp illustrated in Figure 3. 4 hese are found across a numher of types as shown in 
Table 1. 

4 he values of these notes are somewhat difficult to ascertain as they infrequenily appear in the market 
Generally, the mcjre common Shreveport issues can fetch $20n-$400 depending on nqie and condition. Obviously, 
Shreveport stamps on rarer yyes are worth more than this. 41ie $I0O 7.3% IToiiston issues without other intere.st- 
ing stamps or signatures may he found in the range of $H)0-$3n() depending on grade. If they have been issued and 
reissued or paid out by the militan', they can command significantly higher premiums.

WTiat collectors refer to as tlic “official” Trans-Mississippi reissued notes are the notes reissued under the 
Act of March 23, 1863, as stated on the stamp. I'hey were issued at lluntsville, Texas, with one of several different 
varieties of stamps. These include round and straight-line stamps, both of which could be black or retl and dated 
February or March. Figures 5 and 6 illustrate retl examples of these stamps.

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These notes make a ^reur addition to a Confederate paper money collection and are a significant parr of tlie 
history of’ Confederate finance. Survival rates are veiy low, well below than I % in nearly all cases, since these notes 
circulated twice and most had been cur- or cut-out cancelled, dlie most common tv^^es are T-18, T-20, T-30, T- 
36, and d'-37 with red round stamps (group 1). ddie next grouping would include T-26, 1-2^, and T-46 with 
red round stamps and T-52 with black round stamps (group 2). Alter this, the red straight line stamps of T-18, T- 
20, T-28 and T-36 would be yet a bit rarer (group 3). ^V-52 with a black straight scainp is rarer still (group 4). All of 
the remaining t\pes with various stamps arc ver)' rare (group 5)* 

Finding a 4 rans-Alississippi reissued note in true Veiy bine or better is quite a feat as they are quite rare. 
Extieniely fine is nearly unheard ofi Some general value guidelines include:
